A* tie was forbiddftn to tooch itbe bait of 
one4ne. 

Q. What waa^ that tree called ? ' 

A. The tree of knpwMge of good and 
evil. 

Q. What was to be- the conseqnenceof his 
touching the fruit of this Tret ? 

A. Certain death. 

Q. Did our first pareats long continue in 
tfiia^atatejuf . happiness ? 

A. No. It was soon interrupted by the* 
maligpity of Sattan^ ov the evil Spirit, who 
was auffered to tempt Eve to diaobey God.

A. By jMissing himself off for Esau, and 
bringing him savoury -meat, v^hich Isaac had 
<ii reeled Esau to provide him. 

Q. What was the consequence of this de^ 
ception to Jacob ? 

A. Esau was so full of resentment, that 
he threatened to kill him. 
. Q. How was he prevented ? 

A. By Rebekah persuading Isaac to send 
bim to Padan Aram, to get a wife among his 
lelHtions. 

Q« What happened to Jacob in Canaan, 
uIhm) on his way to Padan x\ram ? 
A» As he was sleeping in a fie\4 m\\vV\\& 
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beadon a stoBe, ^he dreamed he amr a great 
ladder reachiog from eartk to beaven and Ihe 
Angels of God aacendiDg tad deeoeadiag ; 
Gad bimielf appeared above^tlie ladder and 
promised to give him the laml whereon be 
lay, and renewed to him the promiae that in 
him all the families of the «ardi should 
be blessedk 

Q. What did Jacob call this phce > 

A • Bethel, which means the house of God. 

Q. Whom (lid Jacob marry ? 

A . First, Leah ; and then Rachel ; daugh- 
ters of Laban, the brother of Rebekah. 

Q. What family had he ? 

A. Twelve sons ; and onedaughier, Dinah. 

Q. Which was Jacobus layourite son ? 

A. Joseph, because he was the eldest 
son* of his beloved Rachel. 

Q. What was the consequence of this pre- 
ference of Jacob ? 

A. It made him the object of envy to his 
brethren.

'accusation by Potiphar's wife. 

Q.' How did he get released ? 

A. ~ In consequence of interpreting two 
dreams df Pharaoh, by which he foretold 
seven years of plenty, which were to be suc- 
ceeded by seven years of famine. 

Q. What did he advise Pharaoh to do ? 

A. To gather all the torn of the seven 
plenteous years, and store it against the seven ^ 
years of famine. 

Q. How did Pharaoh treat Joseph after 
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. Am He raised him to great h(iiioar» and 
appointed him to the office of. ^toiiig .Ihe^ 
cqaoLp, and gave him power over rhm whole 
kingdom.

luring him and his whole family iiitp Egypt.. 
' Q. Where did Jacob and his fainily settle ? 

A. In the land of GosheUv-vi\we\^ ^\k^ 
some time Jacob haVmg\Ac^^^\v\a^^^'^^^'* 
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Uki totttiM that the Meinah AcNild descebd 
Awn ludaliy died.

A. fVomtliemiiaiiie of iBrael which God 
had givea t6 Jacob. 

Q. Why were they called Hebrews ? 
^ A. IVom Heber, oae of their aacestorg. 

Q. Why were they afterwards called Jews ? 

A. From Judah. 

'Q. How were the Israelites treated when 
a aew King arose ? 

A. They were pot in bondage and treat- 
ed as slaves* 

Q. What gtaitact of cruelty did Pharaoh 
commit ? 

A. He ordered all the male children to 
be destroyed. 

Q. Whom did God raise np as a deliverer 
of the Israelites from bondage ? ' * 

A. Moses, the son of a Hebrew woman ' 
named Jochel)ed. 

Q. How was lie saved from the slaughter ? 
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A. His mother, after haTipg^Mid. bim for 
three months^had him plac^..jin. a; basket on 
the banks of the Nile^ near .ttv^ plflpe w^ere 
the King*s daughter came to i^fki^. ^ 
. Q. What happened to him. there? 

A. She was so atifected by the sight, ^bat 
she ordered him to be. preserved, 

Q. What does the word Moses mean ? 

A, Saved out of the water. 

Q. How did God communicate to Moses 
his design of making him the deliverer of his ^ 
brethren ? 

Q. Whilst feeding hisdocks he saw a bush 
flaming with fire, from which a voice issued 
directing him to go to Pharoah, that he might 
lead the Israelites out of Egypt. 

Q. What encouragement did God f^v€ 
him ? 

A. He promised to be with him and give 
him power to work miracles for their deli- 
verance and appointed Aaron his brother to 
assist him. 

Q* What was the result of their applica- 
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tion to Pharaoh ? 

A. He lefiued to let them go. 

Q. What was the consequence of his 
repeated refusals ? 

A. God sent grieyous plagues upon Egypt. 

<{• What was the last plague that induced 
Pharaoh to let them go ? 

A; All the first-bom of the Egyptians 
were killed in one night. 

Q. What great Jewish festival was insti* 
tttted at this time ? 

A. The Passover ; because when God de- 
sttoyed the first-bom of the Egyptians, he 
passed over the Israelites. 

Q. What did Pharaoh do, when the Is- 
raelites were gone ? 

A, His heart was again hardened, and he 
repented that he had let them go^ and there- 
fore pursued them with a great army to bring 
them back. 

Q. How did God protect his people ? 

A. He went before them by day in a pil- 
lar of cloud, and by night a pillar of fire to 
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give them light, 

Q. What miracle was wrought by God, 
thibugh Moses, when they qame to the Red 
Sea? 

A. Moses stretched his hand over the sea, 
and immediately the waters divided, so tl|at 
they walked through in safety on dry land«. 

Q. What became of Pharaoh and his 
host? 

A. When they got to ^ the middle pf the 
sea, the waters returned and overwhelmed 
them, so that not one of thi^iii was left. : .; 

Q. Wliere had the Israelitjes pitched their 
caipps, when God delivered the ten com- 
mandments? 

A. Before Mount Sinai. 

Q. What is the first commandment ? 

A. Thou shalt have none other Gods but 
me. 

Q. What does this teach ? 

A. That there is but one God, and that 
we are to worship him alone, and have him 
for our God. 
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Q. What it the second commandment? ^ 

A. Thoo sbait not make to thyself any 
graven image, nor the likeness of aily ihimg 
that is in heaven above » or in the earth be- 
fieath, or hi the ivster nnder the earth ; thou 
shattnot haw doim to tfaem» nor worship 
tliem ; for I the Lord thy God am a jealous 
God, and visit the sins of- the fathers upon 
the children, unto the third and fourth ge^ 
neratibtt of them that hate me, and shew 
mercy unto thousands in Ibeat that love me, 
and keep my comaiaBdments. 

<^. What does this teach ? 

A. That we are not to worship God in an 
unworthy manner, foy bowing down to any 
picture, or image^ or making any represent- 
ation of him. 

Q. What is the third ? 

A. Thou shalt not take the name of the 
Lord thy God in vain ; for the Lord will not 
hold him guiltless, that taketh his name in 
vain, • 

Q. What does this forbid ? 
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A. All oaths ; not^mly peijury, but com- 
mon cui-siog and- ^earingy and unng the 
name of God oo trifling occaaionsy and with- 
out becoming seriousness and leverenoe. 

Q. What is the fourth commandment t 

A. Remember that thou keep holy the 
Sabbath day. Six days shalt thou labour, 
and ^6 all that thou bast te do: but tbe 
seventh day is the sabbath of the Lord thy 
God. In it thou shalt do no manner of 
work ; thou and thy son, and thy daughter, 
thy man-servant, and thy maid-servant, thy 
caCtle, and the stranger that is within thy 
gates. For in six days the Lord made hea- 
ven and earth, the sea, and all that in them 
is, and rested the seventh day ; wherefore 
the Lord blessed the seventh day, and hid- 
lowed it. 

Q. Wbat does this direct ? 

A. That we rest from all our labours, and 
worldly business on the Sabbath d^, and 
keep it holy by reading and meditation, by 
prater, public and private. 
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Q. What if the fifth commandmeiit ? 

A. Honottfthy father and thy mother ; 
that thy days may be long in the land, which 
the Lord thy Grod giveth thee. 

Q. What does this require ? 

A. That we should honour and obey, love 
and cotnfort our parents, and behave with 
proper respect to all who have a lawful au- 
thority over us. 

Q. What is the sixth ? 

A. Thou shalt do no murder. 

Q. What does this require ? 

A* That we should not wilfully take the 
life of any person ; nor do any kind of hurt 
to others ; nor bear any malice or hatred 
in our hearts: but study on the contrary 
to live peaceably with all men. 

Q. What is the seventh ? 

A. Thou shah not commit adultery. 

Q. What does this require ? '' 

A. That we should keep ourselves in'

A. Thou shalt not bear false witness 
against thy neighbour. 

Q. What doe9 this require ? 

A. That we should not injure the repu- 
tation of others, either by false evidence io a^ 
court of justice, or by slander, backbiting, or 
tale bearing, in ^mmon conversation^ 

d. What is the tenth commandment ? 

A. Thou shalt not covet thy neighbour's 
house, thou shalt not covet thy nrighbour's 
wife, nor his servant, nor his maid^ nor his 
ox, nor his ass, nor any thiog that is hisk 

. Q. What does this forbid ? 

A. All unlawful wishes or unjust desires; 
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eajoiiiiiig jia to be content wkh our own j^tfite 
and drcumstances. .. 

Q. How were . these commandments .de- 
livered to Moses ? ,<< 

. A. Tliey were delivered by God on Mount 
Sinai, written on twp tables of stone. 

Q. . How many years were the Israelites 
in the wilderness? 

A. Forty years. 
. Q. How old was Moses when, he died? 

A. One hundred and twenty years. 

Q. Whom. did God appoint to succeed 
Moses, and conduct the Israelites to the land 
ci Canaan. 

A. Joshua. / 

Q. What was the first place Joshua be^ 
sieged and took, on entering Canaan ? 

A. Jericho. 

Q. What miracle was perfonned on this 
occasion? , <*.. 

A. After the priests had boine the Ark 
of the Covenant round the city once a day 
for seven days, the* wall of it suddenly fell 
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flat to the ground. 

Q^ After *the Canaaiiites were almost 
wholly subdued, what did Joshua apply him- 
self to? 

A. The division of the laud.. 

Q. How was the land divided ? 

A. Each tribe hkd a possession by lot, 
•ftoept th^ tribe of (4evi. 

Q. Why was the tribe of Levi excepted ? 

A. Because being chosen by God to be 
priests and ministers, to preserve knowledge 
and preach the law, they were to be inter- 
mixed with other tribes, and to be supported 
by tithes, and the o&rings of the altar. 

Q. How many years did Joshua govern 
the Israelites ? 

A. Seventeen years. 

Q. How were they governed after Joshua's 
death ? 

A. By Judges until the time of Samuel. 
* Q. When the elders of Israel requested 
him to alter their form of government, and 
appoint a King over them, who was the first 
King ? E 
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A. Saul. 

Q. Who was the next ? 

A. David. 

Q. Who succeeded Dfivid ? 

A. Soloihon. 

Q. What great work did Solomon perform ? 

A. He built a temple to the Lo*rd> the 
most beautiful and magnificent edifice in the 
world. 

Q. Who succeeded Solomon ? 

A. His son Rehoboam, but ten tribes un- 
der him revolted, and made Jeroboam their 
King. 

Q. Which two tribes adhered to Reho 
boam ? 

A. Judah aud Benjamin. 

Q. After this division « how were they 
designated ? 

A. One was called the kingdom of Israel 
the other the kingdom of Judah. 

Q. In whose time was the government of 
Israel totally destroyed ? 

A. In the time of Hosea. 
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Q. Who carried the Israelites into capti- 
vity ? 

A. The King of Assyria. 

Q. In whose reign was the* kingdom of 
Judah destroyed I ■ 

A. In the reign of Zedekiah. 

Q. Where did the King of Assyria carry 
the King and people ? 

A. To Babylon. 

Q. In whose reign were the Jews allowed 
to return to Jerusalem ? 

A. In the reign of Cyrus according to 
the prediction of the Prophet Jeremiah. 

Q. How long had they been in captivity? 

A. Seventy years. , -,• 

Q. At what time does the Scripture his-. 
tory of the Jews end ? . • 

A. About four hundred and thirty years 
before Christ. 

Q. From what sources do we get the re- 
maining particulars of the Jewish History, to 
the destruction of Jerusalem by the Romans ? 

A. From uninspired writers, from the 
Maccabees, and froui Jose^Uw^.

Question . 

"WySTHAT i§ a prophecy ? 

A. A dedaratioD of jsonie fuCure 
event, which it is impossible for man to 
kaow; and therefore must come from God. 

Q. In what light are we to consider the 
accomplishment of the prophecies concern- 
ing Christ. 

A. As a mark by which he should be 
known, and a proof of his divine mission^ 

.Q« Were all the prophecies concerning 
Chnst fulfilled in bim ? 
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A. The history of his life add d«ath im 
the NewTestameot threes i^ every particttlar 
with these prophecies in. the Old Tes^ooent. 

Q. What were the prophecies conceniog 
Christ's family, and the [riace and manner of 
hU birth ? 

A. It was foretold, that the Messiah was 
to be bora of a Virgin, of the tribe of Judaby 
of the house of David, and in the town of 
Bethlehem ; all which, we are informed by 
the Evangelists, were fulfilled strictly in Jesus 
Christ. 

Q. What did the prophet Haggai foretell 
as to the time of his coming ? 

A. He foretold that he would come while 
the second temple was standing. 

Q. How was this fulfiHed in Jesus Christ? 

A. The first or Solomon*s temple had 
been destroyed, and Christ came into the 
world after the second temple had been built 
bv Zerubbabel. 

Q. How was this prophecy of Zechariah 
fulfilled, ^'Thfy weighed lor roy price thirty 
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pieces of silver.'' ? 

A. We read in St. Matthew/ that Judas 
sold Jesus for that very sum. 
' Q. It is said in the Psalms, ''They pierced 
my hands and my feet." How was this fulfil- 
led? 

A. We read in the Gospel that he was 
crucified, and that after his resurrection he 
shewed to his disciples '< the print of the 
nails " in his hands and feet, with which he 
had been fastened to the Cross. 

Q. How was he numbered with the trans- 
. gressors, according to the prophecy of Isaiah ? 

A. We read in the Gospel, that he was 
crucified between two thieves. 

Q. Are there any other prophecies con- 
cerning Christ ? 

A. Yes, a great many, and some foretei- 
ing the minutest particulars relating to his 
crucifixion, even to the very words that 
'Should be made use of, when he was hanging 
on the cross ; all which weqe most literally 
and exactly fulfilled in Jesus Christ. 
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Q. As Christ then appeared exactly at 
the time appointed by the Prophets, and as 
the various marks and characters of him are 
found so completely to agree, and unite in 
him alone, and in no other person, what is the 
only conclusion that we can draw, or in other 
words, what are we constrained to believe ? 

A. That he was the true Messiah, which 
was to come into the world. 

Q. ' What then are we to think of the ob- 
stinacy of the Jews, who rejected him, and 
who still reject him to this day as the 
Messiah ? 

A. That God for their great wickedness 
blinded their eyes, and that this their very 
blindness, and their rejection of him is a 
direct fulfilment of prophecies concerning 
them.

were calmed, and the dead were raised to life 
again. 

Q. What strong and unanswerable ar|u- 
ment arises from ail this to prove that Jesus 
Christ was the true Messiah } 

A. God would not have recommended the 
doctrines of the Gospel by his immediate in- 
terposition* he would not by such a specifd 
voice have borne witness to Christ, and cal-^ 
led upon all men to believe and obey him, if 
he had not been the Messiah.

Q. Where was Christ born ^ 

A. In a stable, and his mother laid him 
ill a manger. 

Q. Why was this the case ? 
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A. B^aoar ftom the ^reat' concourse- of 
people, there was no room fbr tliem in tlie 
Inn. ' •^• 

Q. In what sapernatural nuinner i/Tas the 
inflportant event cff'ChnttHt birtlr «im<Hinced? 

A. If was announced by an* AH^l fh>iit* 
hea?en to shepherds, who weire^ watchi*g 
, overlhehr fldcks foji^ghtt and* a moltitade 
of the heavenly host -broke ovt'iteto the*!^ 
umpbant hymn, «<Gleiry^ hie fd God in the

Q. What is the meaning of the word Jeans? 

A. A saviodr. 

Q. How w4s the birth of Christ made 
knoHH to some wise men in the East? 

A. By the iappearance of a bright and 
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derstood as an intimatioB^tliai tb^ j[tttMiiil6<l 
messiab'wafihborni ' ^ 

Q. What did th«se wn^ fnittt do ? 

A^ They imnaedktdlf lef^-th^ countiy, 
and mtdft th^panibiilar'gttidati^of tli&8 Met^, 
went first <^ J^saMui midth^tb'BeUhMicMI^. 

'Qi- What did Herod do^ vAi^ he li^aM- 
that the wise men openly called the nett^bdiftt'' 
infant the Kinft)f the J^s ? 

A. He made a bloody massacre of aHth^' 
infants in the city of Bethlebei]^. 

Q. BjL what miraculous means was the 
child Jesus saved from thegeberalmlissacit? 

A. Joseph was secretfjr'dtTeeted hy God 
to take the young child and his mother idto 
Egypt, before the bloody edict was issued. 

Q. When did Jesus first appeal' at JeTd-i 
saiem ? 

A. When he- was twelve years old. 

Q. On what occasion Was this ? 

A. Joseph and Mary w^rtt yearly to Jeru- 
saivm to attend the fea^ of the Passover, and 
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it was on one of these occasions that they 
t^ok J^sus with them. 

Q. What particular occurrence took place 
on their leaving Jerusalem ? 

A. When on their return they missed 
Jesus, they went back again to Jerusalem, 
and found him in the temple, sitting with the 
Doctors, hearing them and asking them 
questions. 

Q. How old was Jesus when he entered 
on his ministry ? 

A. Thirty years. 

Q. What took place previously to his 
entering his ministry ? 

A. He was baptized by John in the river 
Jordan. 

Q. What miraculous ciroumstaoiice attend- 
ed his baptbm ? 

A. The spirit of God descended on him 
after the manner of a dove,, and a voice issu- 
ed from Heaven saving, "this is my beloved 
son in whom I am well pleased.** 

Q . What did Christ do after his baptism ? 
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A. He retired to a solitary wilderness, to 
prepare himself by meditation and prayer for 
the important office he came into the world 
to execute. 

Q. What happened to him oti this occa- 
sion ? 

A. He was assailed with midst powerftil 
temptations by the Devil. 

Q. What was the result of these tempta^ 
lions ? 

A. He stood firm to virtue, he rejected 
every temptation, and nobly triumphed over 
the seducer and destroyer of mankind. 

Q. How did Christ repel the various as- 
saults of the tempter ? . 

A. By the word of God, 

Q. WhiEit should this suggest to lis ? 

A. That we should read, study, and trea- 
sure the word of God up in the memory and 
the heart, that we m^y readily apply it on all 
occasions. 

Q. After Jesus had been to Jerusalem to 
worship at the feast of the Passover, where 
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ipe, fNT^ohiv^ A^ word of Ibe J^ingikiiii^ 
Gody and spreading the blessings of beflth 
and pf fioe ^ arpimd lum. * 

Q. What method did Christ adopt to 4if-

A. He chose twelve persons out of fain 

disci[^9» ^bom be <c^^ ^^lostks, to be 
witnemes and founders of bU Cbnreh. -> 

Q. What is the meaning of the word 
Apostle ? 

A. It is derived from a Greek word sig-^ 
nif^ing to send and may therefore mean 
special messengers or ambassadors. 

Q. How were his doctrines, and minis- 
try received by the Scribes and Pharisees ? . 

A. Their prejudices were awakened ; and 
a spirit of opposition was stirred up, which 
eoA^iiaally increased as his fame increased. 
Q. What steps d\d iVie^ tidL<& Vol <:»q»&- 
quenoe ? 
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A. They held a solemn debate coacero- 
log the most effectual means to apprehend 
hjm and put him to death. 

Qi What put an end to their doubts 09, 
this point ? 

A. Judas, one of the apostles, agreed to 
betray him into their hands for a sum of 
money. • 

Q. When they had secured him by these 
means, what did they do with him ? 

A. They brought him before the Sanhe- 
drim, or great council of the nation. 

Q. With what was he there charged ? 

A. With blasphemy, for calling himself 
the Son of God, and assuming the title of 
Messiah. 

Q« What answer did he make ? 

A. He made an open confession of the 
truth. 

Q. How did the Jews then proceed ? 

A. The next morning they led him away 
to Pilate, the Roman governor, to whom thfi. 
power of iife and death \\i<iiv\^^<(yci^^* 
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Q: IVhatwas Aie conduct of Fihte? 

A. Snowing that for envy they had ddi- 
vered him, and being convinced of faiii 1niQi6- 
cence, he tried aevecal expedients to reMase 
him. 

Q. What wais the conduct of the Jews 
then ? 

A. They pressed the more for sentence 
against him, crying out "Crucify him, crucify 
him." 
" Q. How did Pilate act ? 

A. Fearing that disturbance and' tumult 
would arise, if he did not hearken to the 
Jews, he yielded to, their importunity. 

Q. What method did he take to show his 

■ 

own opinion on the subject ? 

A. He took water, and having washed his 
hands before the multitude, said '^ I am in- 
nocent of the blood of this just person.^' 

Q. What did the people answer ? 

A. "His blood be upon us and on our 

chiJdrea.'* And so it is to this very day: for 

though it was for tbe 8\na oi iVi^ viVvX^ NNtiA'^ 



his blood was shed ; yet their crinous waa so 
exceeding great, that it brought upon them 
the destruction of their temple, their city, 
their nation, and themselves. 

Q. What should the punishment of .this 
ttuhappjr. people teach us? 

A. The sad effects of malice and envy. 

Q. How was Christ treated previously to 
his crucifixion ? 

A. With every species of cruelty and in- 
dignity, the malice of man could invent. ., 

Q. What awful events took place after 
Christ had said '* It is finished/* and gave 
lip the ghost ? 

A. The earth shook, the veil of the tem- 
ple was rent in twain, and many that were in 
their graves rose from the dead. 

Q. What unanswerable proof did Christ 
give that he was the Son of God ? 

A. He foretold that he should rise again 
from the dead the third day : and according- 
ly he did rise again on the third day, and 
showed himself alive to \ua tf\«iC\^\^^^s^ \»asi:^ 
ii^fallible proofs. 
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Q. Of trtial does tkia assure u%Y 

A. Of our (M¥n resurrection. 

Q. What iMicame of Christ after hisirer- 
surrectioa? O 

A. Fort) da;vs after his resurrectioo^ havings 
given ftiH directions to his apostles for the 
governtiiejit and ministry of his church, he 
vUilily, and in the presence of them all; as- 
cended into heaven, aud a doud received him 
oat of their sight. 

Q. What did Christ promise them before 
his Ascension? 

A. That he would send the Holy Ghost 
the Cumf irter, who should guide them to all 
truth. 

Q. Who is the Holy Ghest ? 

A . The third person in the blessed Tri- 
nity. 

Q. How was this promise fulfilled? 

A. Ten days after his* Ascension, they 
were^all with one accord in one place on the 
ffay of Pe^tecpst, when they were all filled 
%iitb the Holy Ghost. 
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Q. With what powers did the Holy 6&i>st 
eodue them ? - 

A; With the knowledge «f all languages. 

Q. For what reason was thb gift oi the 
Holy Ghost conferred upon them? 

A. To enable them to preach the Gospel, 
as their master had directed them, to all the 
world. 

Q. Where does Christ sit in heaven? 

A. . At the right hand of God. 

Q. Why does he sit at the' right hand of 
God? 

A. To be the mediatdr between God aild 
man.

Q. What is a Sacrament ? ... 

A. An outward and visible sign of an 

Jaward and spiritual grace. 

Q. IVhat is the oulwaid sx^ii Qi^^%.\><\&mV 
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' A. 'Washing or -sprhikfing the t^ciy with 
water, ''in the name of the Father, the Son, 
and the Holy Ghost." 

Q. Of whrat is water the memorial? * 

A. Of that purity of mind and maotners, 
which christians are bound to observe. 

Q. Into what^are persons admitted by this 
sacrament of Baptism? 

A. Into a profession of the Christian 
fkith. 

Q. To what does it bind those that sxt 
baptized > ''• 

A. To live sukably to that professfon; 

Q. How does tile sacrament brnd them so 
to do? . 

A. Therein are they dedicated to the ser- 
vice and worship of God the Father, who cre- 
ated them ; to the obedience and imitation of 
Christ the Son, who redeemed them ; and to 
the doctrine and guidance of th^ Holy Ghost, 
\(1io sanctifies them. 

Q. To what do those that ax^ V^^^^kL^ 
become entitled by the cbm\\^tLv:.Q^^\i^Mi.O. 
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Af God has promised 911 his part certian 
benefits and privileges. 

Q. What are those ? 

A. They are mad^ Members of Christ, 
children of God> and heirs of the kingdom 
of Heaven. 

Q. And what' are the conditions on man's 
part in this covenant ? 

A. To renounce all wickedness, to believe 
what Grod has taught in his Holy Word, and 
to keep his Commandments. 

Q. In what manner has the Church pro- 
vided for Infants, as it is plain they cannot 
promise. these things themselves ? 

A. The Church provides that sureties, 
that is, god-fathers and god-mothers, should 
enter into this covenant in their name and 
on their behalf. 

Q. And is this covenant equally binding 

on them, when they are of a proper age to 

understand it, and take the engagement upon 

themselves? 

A. The' ChurcVi teac\iei& v>; void lias 
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therefore proYided another rite, by which 
Christians take this vow on themselves, when 
ofa proper age to understand it. 

Q. What rite is that ? 

A. Confirmation ; in which rite the pro- 
mises made by the sureties for infants at 
their baptism are publicly ratified, and taken 
upon themselves, in the presence of the 
Church, and before the Bishop. 

Q. For what reason was the other sacra- 
ment of the Lord's Supper instituted ? 

A. For the continual remembrance of the 
death of Christ, and of the benefits vouch- 
safed to his Church thereby. 

Q. What are the outward signs of this 
sacrament ? 

A. Bread, which spiritually represents 
the body of Christ, given for man ; and wine, 
which spiritually represents the blood of 
Christ, shed for man . 

Q. Can a man neglect this sacrament 
without hazard of his salvalloti'l 
A. No: ''Do tYi\8 m t^tblotj^^^^^ n^ 
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ne,** is as clear a cominand as any other iit 
the New Testament. 

Q, What are the requisite qualifieatious^ 
A>r a worthy partaker of this sacrament ? 

A. Repentance of our past sins, firm re- 
soiHtions of future amendment, and being ia 
perfect charity with all men. 
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
